The IDS filed on July 12, 2007 is acknowledged. Claims 1-9 and 11-20 of this 
instant patent application 10/731,564 are allowed, as indicated below. This 
supplemental Notice of Allowability is issued with the initialized IDS filed on 7/12/07 is 
for Applicant's record. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-8 allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior arts discloses a method of cleaning the fluted filter media having the step of the 
pressurized fluid turning at an angle of less than 80 degrees to flow into the downstream 
flow face of filter. 

Claims 9 and 1 1-14 allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior arts discloses the structure of a filter element having the first media constructed of 
a non-rectangular parallelogram, and the second media also constructed of a non- 
rectangular parallelogram, wherein the first media and the second media are angled 
relative to each other to form a V-configuration having an apex. 

Claims 15-19 allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior arts discloses a gas turbine air intake system with a cleaning system oriented to 
send a flow of pressurized fluid into the fluted filter media through the downstream flow 
face and out of the first media through the upstream flow face. 

Claim 20 allowed. 
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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the 
prior arts discloses a method of servicing a gas turbine air intake system with a filter 
element forming a V-configu ration with a non-rectangular parallelogram shape.
